Late in the afternoon of October 21, 
1920, the last of our stores, with our canoe 
and sriaJ-1 power boat, a/oro packed aboard the 
Sanyo IJa.ru, a Japanese sampan or fishing boa 
which my husband had chartered to toko us tc 
our wee domain out in the Pacific. 

As the sampan was built for fishing, • 
there a/as no cabin o.ccomidations, so wo mov¬ 
ed our double mattress on top of the engine 
house* With a. tarpauline tied closely over a 
ridge polo above our heads to protect us fre 
the sun and the rain, wo lived, slept, and 
ate in that close cubbyhole for tlio rest of 
the voyage. 

Save for a shower or two, the days and 
nights passed uneventfully until the morning 
of the sixth day. Then, early In the foronoc 
wo began to meet great flocks of birds. 

I kept keenly on the lookout for signs 
of land, and was rewarded after an hour or 
more by being the first to make out a din di 
taut outline on the‘horizon. I yelled, and 
was joined by the skipper who had also soon 
the hazy object in the far distance. All eye 
strained towards the grey smudge ahead, whic 
gradually took on the outline of waving palm 
At last wo woro approaching Palmyra, and wo¬ 
uld presently drop anchor,off her emerald c 
crescent. IIow I thrilled at the thought of 
landing on this coconut clad atoll. Soon it 
lay before my eyes, calm,pcacful and beaut¬ 
iful.

The rosy Pearl Harbor tomato became an 
exciting topic of conversation In Hawaii. It 
cone just in time to do an admirable war job
